since its founding-, one of the best 
disposed and pleasant communities in 
the state.

OthnJel Looker was 'acting governor, serving put the eight months' uuex- 


pired terjri of his predecessor, Beturn Jonathan Meigs,. Jr. 
He was born to 


the state of New York ia 1757. He served throughout tlie Revolutionary war 
as a private. In 1784 he received, a grant of land .in the wilderness of the 
northwest. He crossed the Allegh'anies, located his grant, erected his cabin 
and cleared his fields. He was a hardworking .farnier. On the organization, of 
the state he was elected to the legislature as; a .representative from fflfaidllton 
county. His training there educated and broadened5him,! and ;he il&came sjuch 
an Influential citizen that he was sent to the senate; * •, He ;becaine tile presidfug 
officer of "that body, and when Governor Meigs resigned in 1814 he succeeded 
him. 
Of nil the governors, perhaps as little was written.about any.of them as 


about Othniel Looker. After his term of office aa governor expired he servtt 
In the state legislature.
